Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In regards to 9-16, Applicant states that the 
claims were amended such that child and parent resource objects of an integrated circuit having a relationship wherein each child 
resource object represents a consumer of a resource and each parent resource object represents a producer of the resource. First, 
Applicant has not amended any of claims 9-16 either previously or now. The claims as indicated in the claim status are originally filed 
claims. The cited claims also do not indicate the resource objects being of an integrated circuit or that the child resource object 
represents a consumer of a resource and a each parent resource object represents a producer of the resource. Therefore, the arguments 
regarding claims 9-16 have no merits since there was never any amendment to the claims to produce the resource objects as an 
integrated circuit. Applicant has referred unon the rationale that since the examiner indicated that Wolff does not teach the resource 
objects as being part of an integrated circuit, that Wolff clearly does not teach the claim language of claims 9-10. In response, claims 1-8 
were the only claims amended to make the resource objects as part of an integrated circuit. Claims 9-10 as indicated above were never 
change and cannot be given the same interpretation as claims 1-8. Therefore. Wolff still meets the claim language of claims 9-16 as 
indicated In the rejection.. 
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
